ARGUMENT HEARD 
BY CHIEF JUSTICE 
ON CIVIC GAZETTE 


Judgment Reserved After Various 
Arguments For and Against 
Are Advanced 


REPORTS BY BULLETIN 
ARE BONE OF CONTENTION 


Claim Is Made Gazette Is Publish. 
ed to Further Personal Ends 
of Some Aldermen 


(Prom Evening Edition) 

Reasons for and against exist- 
ence of Edmonton's official Bazeile 
were laid before Chief Justice Harvey 
in chambers yesterday when he 
heard ar ment on the motion to 
quash the resolution of the city coun- 
cil creating the civic newspaper. C. F. 
Newell, K.C,, and Frank Ford, K. G., 
appeared on behalf of Mark Tookey, 
seeking the elimination of the gazette, 
while J. C. F, Bown, K.C., city solici- 
tor, defended the action of the coun- 


the 


cil in starting the pwhlication, 

The argument againsi the gazette 
Was that a majority of the council 
had not acted for the general public 
good, but rather on their own per- 
sonal feelings, while Mr. Bown con- 
tended that such was not the case, 


and that precedent laid it down as a 
rule that a city council might pass a 
resolution or bylaw that was foolish 
in the extreme, and yet be free from; 
judicial interference, so long as the 
action of the council was within the 
powers granted by charter and not in- 
jurious to any person, 

After hearing all argument, Chief 
Justice Harvey reserved judgment. 

in the argument the Bulletin played 
a prominent part, and it would seem 
that the cause of all the trouble and 
the reason for the starting of the ga- 
zette was the fact that the Bulletin

Inaccuracies In Gazette, 

Mr. Newell pointed out several in- 
accuracies which had occurred in the 
gazette, and also maintained that the 
cost of the publication was far in ex- 
cess of the first estimate that had 
been presented to council When the 
resolution was passed authorizing the 
pwblication of the paper. The inac- 
curacies were a serious detriment to 
the city generally, while the limited 
publication of the paper prevented 
ratepayers outside the limits of the 
corporation from knowing of money 
bylaws to be submitted if they were 
not also published in the regular 
newspapers, The law distinctly pro- 
vides that three successive publica- 
tions must be had in an authorized 
paper in the case of money bylaws, 
and yet the publication of $4,000,000, 
of these bylaws were contained in the 


gazette where only two publications 
were possible. Thus the claim that 
the advertising in the gazette would 


help to defray the expense of its pub- 
lication was not upheld. 
Mr. Bown’s Defence, ‘ 

Mr. Bown, in his defence, admitted 
there were two parties in the council 
and two parties in the public one 
opposed and one in favor of the ga- 
zette, and in support of his contention 
read affidavits from R, J. Manson, R.
